The average property as- 
sessment in San Bernardino

Southern California Mem- 
ber Richard Nevins reported 
that six county ratios were 
raised fractionally after fur- 
ther discussion with some 
assessors. Eight others 
were raised fractionally by 
assessed value technical 
changes, and three dropped 
Slightly. 


The statewide average 
rose one-tenth of one per- 
cent to 23.2 percent. This 
fugure, along with the county 
average, is a key factor in 
the distribution of about $365 
million in school aid 


ihe average percentage of 
market value (ratio) in each 
county also may be used un- 
der an assessment appeals 
provision in 1966 property 
tax reform legislation. 

Counties whose assessors 
proved the need for adjust- 
ments were: Alameda, up 
0.1%; Contra Costa, up 0.2% 


Lake, up 1.6%; Orange, up 
0.2%; San Bernardino, up 


0.4%; and San Joaquin, 04%. 

Forty - eight assessors 
this year chose to assess 
at 25 per cent of market 
value. By law they could 
choose any figure between 
20-25 per cent until 1971.
